Turkey Strengthen* Forces. 


Constantinople. Oct. 11.—(By wireless 
from a steamer in the Dardanelles to 
Kustendje, Roumanla).—No fewer than 
140.000 Turkish troops from Asia Minor 
will. It la estimated, be concentrated 
within a week In European Turkey. 
This will bring the effective force of 
the Turkish army there up to 400.000 
men. 

Turkish officials say that the day of 
trial has found the military depots full 
of stores and army equipment, and all 
of good quality.
